In the past month, for ex- 
ample, 30,000 jobs were added. 

Analyzing and explaining that 
strength, Janet L. Norwood, 
commissioner of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, commented that 
"health services has been one of 
the few bright spots in what has 
been a very widespread reces- 
sion." 

Not everyone would agree 
with her that it is a bright spot, 
though they too might be happy 
for, thos e who found jobs. Some 
see the growth of Health services' 
as ftnthcr evidence of a segment 
of the economy out of control. 

In the past two decades, for ex- 
ample, increases in health care 
costs have exceeded the rate of 
general inflation, year after year. 

year health care consumes 
a greater portion of the gross na- 
tional product.
